In any reference to (ho physical history o 


the sun, the stupendous magnitude of it 
sphere must be kept vividly prpsent lo th 
mind. With a diameter. 109 times longe 
than that of Uie i^rtli's, the solar "orb look 
out into space from a surface that is twett 
thousand times larger than the one which th 
earth enjoys. The bulk of the ' sun, Is on 
million Uhee hundred thousand Uuies fha't o 
thu earth. If the surface of the sun were 
thin external rind, or shell, and .the earU 
were placed in the middle of Uils hollow 
sphere, not only wnuid the moon have space 
to circle! In its usual orbit without ever gettln 
.ontslde.of the solar shell, but there would be 
room also.for a cocoud satellite, nearly as la 
again as the moon, to accomplish a simlta 
course.- The weight of the sun Js three hun 
dred thousand times the weight -of tli 
earth, or, In round numbers, two thousanc 
millions of millions of millions of. millions o 
tons. Tho menu distance of the sun from tli 
earth Is now so well ascertained, through io 
vcstigatlbns which have been made la seven 
distinct ways, that there- can scarcely bo in 
the.estimate an euur of 500,000 miles. The 
distance, at tho present time given; Is 92, 
885,000 miles. This iupasure is In itself so 
vast-thai. If any traveler were to move at Ui 
rate of four miles an'hour for .ten hour 
a day, it would take him 0,300 years to rc«ol 
Uicsun. .Sound would traverse tbe interval 
If there wem. anything in space capable 01 
transmitting sonorous vibrations. In fourteen 
ynars. and a cannon-ball sustaining its Irjltla 
velocity throughout would do the name thihj 
In nine years. ~ A curious illustration, attrib- 
uted to Prof. Menclenhal], is to Uie effect lha 
an infant, with an arm 'long enough when 
stretched out from Uie earth to reach the sun 
would die of old age before it could becomi 
conscious -'through the transmission bf tin 
nervous impression from tbe'hand to the 
brain, that jt had burned Its flngers.-" In order 
that the earth, thus moving round "the SITU 
with a ehn«ni pf 93,000,000 miles of interven 
ing space between them, may not be drawn to 
Iho surt by the prepondemut attractions of its 
'iSO.OOO time* larger mass, it has to shoot for- 
ward in its path with a momenta! velocity of 
iO times rhbre rapid-thai! that of the swiftest 
rifle ball. But, iu moving through 20 miles 
of this original path, the earth is drawn out 
of. a straight line by something less than the 
eighth part of an inch. The deviation is 
properly the'sburco from which the amount ol 
he solar atti action has been ascertained. If 
the earth were suddenly. arrested In Its on- 
ward flight, and it<i momentum were In that 
way destroyed, It woulil drawn to Uie sun, by 
ho irresistible force of its attraction, in four 
nonths, or in the twenty-seventh part of the
